2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicants 
have presented persuasive arguments in Remarks (pages 2-4) of amendment filed 
5/18/2004, which show: 

As to claims 1-7 and 8-23, the prior art of record, taken either alone or in 
combination, fails to disclose or render obvious a method of forming a semiconductor 
structure comprising a last portion of the oxide layer is etched with an oxide etching 
chemistry, which comprises CF 4 and CHF 3 and that is different from the nitride etching 
chemistry, in combination with the rest of the limitation of the above claims. 

As to claims 31-38, the prior art of record, taken ether alone or in combination, 
fails to disclose or render obvious a method of forming a semiconductor structure 
comprising a last portion of the oxide layer is etched with an oxide etching chemistry 
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that is different from the nitride etching chemistry that comprises a fluorinated 
hydrocarbon, oxygen, and an inert gas selected from the group consisting of neon, 
argon, krypton, xenon, and combinations thereof, in combination with the rest of the 
limitation of the above claims.
